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SSC Offers Credit For Travel Courses 


Sacramento State College will 
offer students and other interested 
persons a choice of 18 travel study 
courses this Spring and Summer, in- 
cluding four European trips. Persons 
over 21, students in good standing at 
SSC or Other colleges, and high 
school graduates are eligible to en- 
roll. 

Travel Study courses now open for 
enroliment include: “The Carmel 
Bach Festival” (1 unit course - July 
#5-18, July 22-25); the “Oregon

The departments of Education, 
History and Social Sciences will 
each sponsor a tour covering more 
than 6 countries.

Green Hornet Strikes Again 
Campus Takes Part In 


Revival Of Radio Dramas

Whatever happened to Inner Sanc- 
tum’s squeaky door, the trials and 
tribulations of One Man's Family, 
the terror of The Green Hornet and 
the hi-jinks of Amos and Andy? 

At one time these radio dramas 
compared in popularity to TV view- 
ing today, according to Dr. Howard 
Martin, assistant professor of speech. 

Dr. Martin instructs a class in 
broadcast drama, Speech 125, twice 
a week. He notes that SSC is among 
the few colleges in the country offer- 
ing broadcast drama in its curriculum, 
primarily because of increased em- 
phasis on television productions.

Martin indicated that 1945, a year 
when many of us were born, marked 
the end of the era of radio drama in 
this country. However, three areas 
of revival have become apparent 
recently. 

Some stations are bringing back 


the most popular old programs. FM 
stations occasion.!!) broadcast radio 
dramas for the velty effect. And 
educational stations «s< radio drama 
for course content. 


Radio drama on this campus ful- 
fills two functions: it provides ma- 
terial for broadcast on the campus 
radio station and it is an additional 
outlet for the talents of drama stu- 
cents.

radio drama, either original or taken 
from an anthology of old radio shows. 

Martin stated that even students 
new to the Speech Department are 
able to fulfill this requirement by 


Select Cast 

Each student must direct his own 
drama, handle selection of the cast 
and script, prepare sound effects and 
taping of the show, and stage re- 
hearsals on his own time. The cast 
can be recruited from members of 
the class or from other students on 
campus with drama experience. 

“You need a sense of drama,” 
Martin said, “but not all have it. I 
don’t care if it takes 10 hours or 100 
to learn the process if the final pro- 
duct is of worthwhile quality.” 

Lectures on the historical back- 
ground of radio are included in the 
class along with weekly labs to per- 
fect technical aspects. Class grades 
are computed from results of ex- 
aminations on lecture material and 
the drama production itself counting 
two-thirds. 

The finished dramas are taped for

Birch Leader 
To Speak Here 


Robert Welch, founder and pres- 
ident of the John Birch Society 
will speak on campus. The speech, 
to be held on Monday, Apri! 12 
at 8 p.m. in the Men’s Gym, was 
announced at Wednesday's BOD 
meeting by student body President 
Paul Sax and Treasurer John 
Poswail. 

“Since the Cultural Programs 
Committee voted not to sponsor 
Welch, the World Affairs Board 
with the advise of a number of 
professors and students will do 
so,” announced Sax. The profes- 


sors include Dr. Lacin and Dr. 
Livingston of the government 
department. Together with [4rs. 


Barbara Jain and Bob Southern, 
the professors have planned a 
comprehensive program to include 
a speech by Welch, questions by 
a student panel, and a general 
question and answer period. 

Weich and the John Birch So- 
ciety came into the national spot- 
ciety came into the national spot- 
light with the publication of The 
Politician, a manuscript in which 
Welch related recent American 
politics as conspiratorial terms. 
An excerpt: “On January 20, 1953 
Dwight Eisenhower was inaugu- 
ated as the 34th President of the 
United States. In our firm opin- 
ion, he had been planted in that 
position by communists for the pur- 
poss of throwing the game.” 

According to the 12th Report 
on the California Senate Fact- 
finding SubCommittee on Un- 
American Activities, the John 
Birch Society resulted from a meet- 
ing in December 1958 that Welch 
had called. Welch, “convinced 
of the imminent peril this nation 
faced from communist subversion” 
met with a number of business as- 
sociates and “set forth the blue- 
print for an anti-commmunist organi- 
zation. 

From that meeting, the John 
Birch Society arose to, as estimated 
by the Committee, 60,000 members 
in 1962. At the head is Robert 
Welch: “It was conceived, organ- 
ized, and is dominated by Mr. 
Robert Welch who runs the society 
with the aid of a National Council 
and Advisory Committee whose 
advise he is not, however, bound 


to follow.” 
Poswall sisted that it was the 
feeling of students and faculty 


who invited Welch that he repre- 
sented not only a large politically 
active group but a state of mind in 
American politics. “For this reason,” 
he stated, “we felt that the college 
atmosphere is the best in which 
to expose these ideas to discussion 
and criticism. They represent 
a challenge to our present thinking.

Lewis Presents 
Band Concert 


John M. Lewis will conduct 
a Symphony Orchestra concert 
at 8:55 tomorrow in the Little 
Theatre. 

Program for the performance 
will consist of Suite from’ Faithful 
Shepard by Handel, Symphony 
No. 25 by Mozart, Suite from Pel- 
leas et Melisande by Faure, and 
Symphonic Metaphoruses by Weber, 
Theme by Hindemith. 

Suite from Faithful Shepard, 
arranged by Sir Thomas Beecham, 
is the second opera composed 
by G. F. Handel after his arrival 
in England. The first performance 
was given in 1712 at the Queen’s 
Theatre in the Haymarket. The 
original version of the suite was 
exceedingly simple. 

Except for the violin melodies 
in unison with voices and occa- 
sional counter meiodies for solo 
cello, the accompaniment was left 
to the discretion of the harpsicord 
player. In 1734, Handel brought 
out a revised and elaborated ver- 
sion of the suite. The first per- 
formance was at Lincoin’s Inn 
Fields in London. 

Symphony No. 25 in G Minor 
by Mozart was written during the 
tume that he had reached the point 
of development in which he could 
not always suppress his musical 
impulses or reduce them to con- 
ventional requirements. The Sym- 
phony was completed in 1773. 


Gabriel Faure’s Peileas et Mel- 
isande is the only music for the 
stage to win popularity. The suite 
consists of Quari Adagio, Fileure, 
Sicilenne and Adagio. Faure wrote 
the suite for a London production 
of Maeterlinck’s Drama in 1898 
and was the most modest of works 
inspited by the play.

Really though, you are to be con- 
gratulated.

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Assemblyman Explain 


State Assemblyman Dr. Houston 
Flournoy discussed some of Cali- 
fornia’s Key problems before a small 
group of interested students last 
Tuesday night in the State House 
Cafeteria. 

Assemblyman Flournoy (R—Los 
Angeles) spoke of, among other 
things, the Bracero program, the 
state’s educational master plan and 
the Free Speech Movement, the pro- 
posal to split California, and of re- 
apportionment. 

Getting labor to harvest the crops 
without the Bracero program is, in 
Dr. Flournoy's words, “like pulling 
teeth.” 

How Much Lebor? 

The dispute over the labor situa- 
tion has arisen, basically, because 
the federal government insists “local 
labor can do the job.” Of course the 
question is now, not, is more labor 
needed? but, “how much more labor 
is needed?” 

Moving on the states “master 
plan” for education, Dr. Flournoy 
outlined the desired higher educa- 
tional goals. The plan is for the uni- 
versity, at the top of the hierarchy, 
to emphasize graduate work and ac- 
cept only the top 12.5% of high 
schoor graduates. 

The state college system will em- 
phasize under graduate education 


and admit 33%. The junior colleges

legislature. If the legisiature moves in 
“there will be a simple solution” to 
some of the extra-curricular activities 
on the university campus. Specifi- 
cally, the legislature would, “bounce 
out all the free speechers” if given 
the opportunity. 

On the proposal to split California 
into two states, Dr. Flournoy re- 
sponded, “absurd!” Such a bill would 
“never get through. Southern Cali- 
fornia won't let Northern California 
cut off the water before we get it.” 

“We're not going to drain Lake 
Tahoe anyway.” And if L.A. goes 
dry, “California's going to bust.” 

For Reapportionment 

Assemblyman Flournoy then went 
on to explain how inequitable the 
power balance of the state is. “ North- 
ern California has all these little 
counties with nobody in them, and 
Southern California has big counties 
with millions in them.” 

The relationship of the biggest to 
smallest county is something like 
460-1, population wise. With re- 
apportionment according to the “one 
man-one vote” couft decision this 
inequity will be largely wiped out 

Assemblyman Flournoy would 
agree, however, to have one house 
based on something other than popu- 
laticn, but doesn’t believe an amend- 
ment to the U. S. Constitution is 
possible before the July Ist deadline.

Furthermore, Dr. Flournoy and 
probably the rest of the Southern 
California assemblymen would op- 
pose ratification of such an amend- 
ment unless a more equitable ratio 
of, say, 3 or 4-1 were agreed upon 
beforehand.

Though visibly shaken, he finished 
out the game.

It was the 
only hit for the Hornets during the 
abbreviated second game. Reese 
scored on an error which also let 
Olander cross the plate. 

The Aggies opened up a 2-0 lead 
in the first on a single, double, and 
sacrifice fly. Two runs in the sixth 
broke the 2-2 tie for SSC. 


Rezzonico opened with a walk, 
and Reese proceeded with a bunt. In 
fielding the ball, catcher Aggie Bruce 
McCrea's overthrow permitted Rez- 
zonico to score, and Reese later 
scored on DeBortoli’s sacrifice fly.
